the Christian Science Church. On 
the casket reeled a bionze box en- 
closing a complete set ol works of 
.Mrs. Kddy, together with all the re- 
cent Chriatian Science publications. 

SInea tha funaral of Mrs. Bddy on 
December 8, a guard has been kept 
constantly at the door of the receiv- 
ing vault where the body rested. 
This guard was removed to-day 
when about thirty laadara of the 
church attending tha burial removed 
the bronsa plata eorartac tha.faat- 
uraa of Mra. Bddy. and gased for a 
last tlma on the placid face. There 
had been little change. 

The grave Is constructed of steel 
and concrete to make It Impervious 
to desecration, or even decay, (or 
some centuries, at laaat. Tha grave 
is to ba marked by a mausoleum.

Here the revolutionlats mot de- 
murrara. but whan a window was 
broken in and the chief of the cus- 
tom crops was dragged out, they laid 
down their Winchesters and surre i- 
dered. All Federal officers we'e 
placed under guard as the main par- 
ty proceeded. 

The revolutionists then went to 
the Jail and demsndad the **'«y« 
.Taller Jose Vlllasenor. He re- 
fused llieni and was sliot (ioad, with 
a bullet through his liead. The 
lock on the Jail door was then bro- 
ken off and the inmates found within 
were all freed. Including two revo- 
lutionists who were arraatad two 
days previously. 

These Joined the forces of the In- 
serrectos with cries of "Vive Mexi- 
co." The leading stores were vir.- 
Ited and the proprietors Informed 
that no looting would be allowed 
and that as long as their demands 
were complied with, thara would bo 
be no rioting or killing. 

B. Barrlero, the proprietor of the 
largest stole, offered argument and 
was placed under arrest.

"Wa aim to make Mexico free 
from the tyranny of DIas and all the 
present intolerable officials. We are 
operating without riot, bloodshed or 
debauchery. We have ordered all 
saloons closed and will allow no 111 
treatment of women and children, 
and American eltliana will ba treat- 
ed with reapect. 

"We have SOO armed m<«n in this 
vicinity and are prepared to fight to 
a fnlsh to hold the ground we have 
gained. 

"The movement Is a result of the 
Imprisonment and persecution of the 
revolutionists arrested in Los An- 
geles not long ago. Tha plans are 
for the overthrowing of the Govern- 
ment and placing the common peo- 
ple on a footing with tha higher 
classes."

That ia to say, it will 
lanKulsh In Congreaa until a two^ 
thirds vote in its favor baa been 
mustered In tbe two Houses, and 
will then go before the Legislatures. 
Hut meanwhile It is Interesting to 
(itiserve that tlie advorates of this 
amendment have not lost sisht of 
tbe alterpaiivf method of uettiuK it 
adopted. So long ago as 18i>.'>, in 
fact, a Blege of the Legislaturea be- 
gan, and up to tbe present no leas 
than 30 of thera have passed Joint 
resolutions ■ iiroixisin*;" that Con- 
gress call a I'oiistitutioual conven- 
tion. If hut Olio inoie LeKislature 
follows suit, the necessary two- 
thirds will have spoken, and Con- 
greaa will have to call the conven- 
tion at once. 

Why, then, pursue the campalsn 
In tlip Senate, where opposition to 
the amendment Is orRaniied and de- 
termined? The Lower House Is 
friendly to the proposed reform, and 
haa already approved It, more than 
once, by a two-thirds vote, hut at 
the other end of tbe Capitol It has 
hitter and resourceful enemies. Why 
not abandon tli«' crroit to flrrumvent 
these enemies and appeal directly to | 
tbe country? If t)ut one more Lep- 
Islature Is brought Into line, tbe ap- 
proval of the Senate will be no long- 
er neceaaary under the Conatttutlon. { 

Two considerations, however, 
point 'n III' present course as the 
wiser 'inc. in the lirst place, any 
attempt tr, put through the proposed 
amendment by the second of the two 
conatltutional methods will Involve 
the calling of a national conatltu-| 
tlonal convention, the tirat alnee 
iTST, which will mean a long delay 
iind liivolvi' a heavy expense. In the 
Hi i onil |)lace. there is some doubt as 
to the valadity of some of the reso- 
lutions of "proposal" adopted, since 
M9fi. by 30 of the State Legisla- 
turea.

As we have 
seen, 30 LeKlslatures have already 
approved it, and these may be count- 
ed upon to reaffirm their approval. 
As for the rest of the 40 Statea, eight 
already choofe T'nited States Sena- 
tors by what is practically a scheme 
of direct voting, and in two others 
the platform o'' the dominant party 
Indorses direct elections. This 
makes 40 States in favor of the six- 
teenth amendment— or five more 
than will be neceaaary to faaten it 
upon the Conatitution. — (Baltimore 
i;t03 Sun.

— That Rep- 
resenUtive-elecl Caleb Powera, of 

the Eleventh Kentucky dlatrtct, will 
not be sworn In as a member of the 
new House of Representatives with- 
out formal protest, was detlnltely 
settled here to-day when It was an- 
nounced by RepreeenUtlve Robert 
Bruce Macon, of Arkaaaaa. that he 
would. In all probability, object to 
Powers taking the oath, and move 
tliHt his case he referred to a spec- 
ial committee for an investigation 
' ot hla right to a seat in the House. 

"In my Judgment," said Mr. Ma- 
eon to-day. 'cold-blooded murder is 
a worae crime than bigamy, and if 
the Republicans would not allow 
Roberts, of rtah, to sit with them 
in the House, I do not see how I ran 
sit In Congress with a man charged 
and three timea convicted of mur- 
der In the llrat degree, owing hla 
releaae from priaon to tbe ementive 
clemency of a partisan Oovenor of 

Kentucky. 

••I do not intend to he olflclous or j 
to meddle In the affairs of the State 
iof Kentucky, and I am going to con- 
ault nembera of tbe Kentucky dele- 
gation before I thke any action, but 
this Is a national matter, one af act- 
ing Congress, and I will not neces- 
farllv be controlled by anyone If I 
reach the conclusion that Powers 
should not be allowed to be sworn 
In. If a member of the Kentucky 
delegation objects, well and good. 
If no member from that SUte makaa 
a protest, my present inclination 

will be to do it." 

The Buhjolned resolution may he 
offered by Mr. Macon when Towers 
presents blmself at the bar of tbe 
House to be aworn in: 

"Whereaa, It 
leb Powers. a Repreeentatlve 
(liMted to tbe Sixtv-second Congress 
from the Kleventh district of the 
State of Kentucky, is ineligible to a 
seat in the House of Representa- 
tives, and 

"Whereaa, Snob charge is made 
through a member of the Honae on 
his own responsibility as such mem- 
ber, and, on the basis, as he asserts, 
of public records of tbe courts of 
the State of Kentucky, evidencing 
such ineligibility, 

"Reeolved. That the queatlon of 
prima fade right ot the aatd Caleb 
Powers to be sworn In as a Repre- 
sentative from the State of Ken- 
tucky In the Sixty-second Congregs. 
as well as to his final right' to a 
seat therein as such Representative, 
be refeired to a apeeial committee 
of nine members, to be deaignated 
by the Ways and Meana Committee 
of the House, and until BUCh com- 
mittee sball report thereon and the 
l!o\ise decide such question, the said 
Cal' b I'o vovi shall not be sworn In." 

Tlie above resolution Is based on 
that in the celebrated Roberta case. 
At the beginning of the FItty-elxtn 
Congress, Brlghi^m Roberta, a Rep- 
icsfMilaf 'vo-el.-'cf from I'tah, appear- 
ed at tlie bar of the House to take 
the .^a'h of ollue. I'pon the motion 
I of Representative Tayler, of Ohio, 
his case, by a vote of 204 to 82. was 
referred to a apeeial eommittee, 
which reported againat htm. Near- 
ly all the Republicans of the Horse 
voted against Roberts taking the 
oBlh nf 'iflce. Amonc them was the 
then sitting Reiiublicnn member. 
Representative Vincent norelng, of 
the district from which Powers 
cornea. The amall minority of thir- 
ty-two in favor of Roberts taking 
the oath was compoaad largely of 
Democrata, including the Democrat- 
ic leader. Representative Richard- 
son, of T"nnes»ce. 

Kentucky members of ConRresa 
who were told of Mr. Macon's Inten- 
tlona to-day did not care to comment 
upon the crae at thia time. Tho ipal- 
ter will be dlacuBsed by tho delega- 
tion before the next Congreas meets 
and a decision as to what attitude 
will bo taken by the delegation will 
then be reached. 

Should Powers be refused the 
oath, the Republicana of hla dtotrtct 
would be eompellod to nominate 
some other candidate tor Congrers, 
and a special election would be call- 
ed by the Oovernor.

I)l\<iii. Ky., Jan. 26.— Unless the 
Commonwealth produces testimony 
more damapinK than that offered to- 
day at the trial of Kerney Benjamin, 
the young man charged with the 
murder of Henry T. Thompson, at 
Providence, on December 16, the de- 
fendant will be released from cus- 
tody to-morrow. 

That Detective t-'enslnp. of .Nash- 
ville, Tenn.. who swore out ibe war- 
rant against Banjamin, is a "fake" 
or the wit n esses for the proeecution 
have been "fixed." Is the general 
opinion In Difton to-night. 

The most "sensational" bit of tes- 
timony given to-day was that of a 
negro coal miner. He testified that 
on the day of the murder of Thomp- 
son, about noon, he saw a woman 
eomtaf hurriedly down a side-street 
from the direction of the cemetery. 
The woman was "low and dumpy. 
She wore a grav fur coat and a pink 
veil over her face. Her hair had a 
reddish tinge." 

Witness stated that he had never 
seen the woman before. She was In 
a hurry and continued to look back. 
Sne went on down the street toward 
the (Ifi'oi. wiiirh was in the direc- 
tion of the Thompson residence. 

When examined bv coni^ l '"r the 
defense, wltress stated that ti e wo- 
man was not Mrs. Tom Baker, n 
daughter of - the late Henry T. 
Thompson, It is understood that 
the prospcntlon was un«'er tt-e im- 
pression that the negro would testi- 
fy that tha woman was Mra. Tom 
Baker. 

Oscar Tarber was the first witness 
placed on tho stand by the common- 
wealth. He testified that on the 

morning of December 26, between 8 
o'clock and 10 o'clock, he met Thom- 
as Thompson, son of the murdered 
man, Kerney Benjamin and John 
Foxwell. He asked them where they 
wer« going. And one of them replied 
"out huatlBff." Witness did not see 
any guns. They wero roiag In the 
direction of the ceraeterv. 
Willow on Stand. 
The widow of the dead man was 
placed on the stand and told of her 
husbsnd . leaving home about 7 
o'clock on the morring of the trag- 
edy. That waa the laat time she saw 
him aiive. Witness was aaked if her 
huaband had not apoken to Kerney 
Ben.lBmln ronrerning his attentions 
to tiis ilniiL'lit' r. Vv. Tl'omfs Baker. 
>(rs. Thompson admitted this was a 
fact. 

On cross examination witness said 
her husband waa "renewing his re- 
ligious vows." and had *hpoken to a 

number of yonrrg people of the town, 
asking them to give up card-playlnp 
and dancing. Witness said that a 
few nights before the tragedv she 
and her husband were leaving a 
drug store when they met young 
Benjamin. They etopped and talked 
to the boy and Mr. Thompson ad- 
vised him to take care of himself, as 
he was sufferlne from asthma. 

Miss .Tessie Kyne said that she 
met Benjamin at 11:1.'> o'clock and 
walked down the street with him. 
Benjamin, at the coroner's inquiry, 
had testified that hta did not leave 
his room between the hours of 10. 
o'clock In the morning and 2 o'clock 
In the aflrnioon. 

Henrv Sutton, the detective, who 
caused the arrest of Tom Thompson, 
was placed on the stand. He relat- 
ed two occasions of Benjamin hav- 
ing come to him and told him tha* 
Thomas Thompson wanted to see 
•'Im. Te-'lamln ?aid Liter that he 
had seen Thompson and the young 
man bad nothing to tell to the "de- 
tective." 

Rd KIrsch, an engineer, said hr 
was In Benjamin's room between i 
o'clock and t o'clock, on the after- 
noon of December 26. He wen' 
there for the purpose of getting • 
tiltik. lie told Benlamln's father 
when thev passed through a down 
stairs room that they were going fc 
look at the guns. Witness did not 
see any guns in the room.

Kditors Herald: — At but a few 
now llTtni vrvt bMrd of the return 
to this house of the weird spirits of 
Its deceased occupants and tbelr 
nlghtlr Tleita to thU hone of havnts, 
as told many years ago by tho Ikiku- 
aiit and auperstltlous persons of that 
time, perliape the storr of the haunt- 
ed houM on the MorgAntown road, 
as It was told Blstr-flre jreare ago, 
may intorest thp readers of The Her- 
ald, as many of them never heard of 
a Hartford rIiosI story before. 

One mile from the court house In 
Hartford, on what was known many 
ya«re ago as the Morgantown road 
bnt now known as tho Hartford and 
Beaver Dam turnpike, U a country 
residence that to pass It after dark 
by the small white boys or some 
of the older oolored population, was 
a terror of that time. Hpw the 
house ^me to be known as the 
"haunted honae" or at whfit time it 
became thus known to tb« believers 
^ In Khost stories, was never known 
J by the superstitious of that time. 
S The house la a brick one, built 
/\y the plan of a well-to-do rltlzen 
>j>t)f that time. Is one and a-half sto- 
1 rlea high, fronts the road and tsj 
J about far enough from the road to 
' start an old time ghost story from. 
From what I learned at Hartford 
when I was a small boy, Sam Smith, 
the owner of the farm and builder 
of the house, was a prominent man 
of that time and died before he fin- 
ished the bouse. He appears to have 
had a desire to be long remembered 
and on the stone sills of the front 
windows are these words In bold re- 
lief: -Sam Smith. 1S4n." which 
ran yet be read by a oarefiil observ- 
er from 'I'e road. 

I^SB SSBlth appears to have dteJl 
Budfienly, teavlng his bu'lness In a 
very unsettled shape. He appears 
to have left mneh property and owed 
much at the time «L bis death. He 
was a prominent officer of the State 
Mllltla and at his sale, Frank Orlf- 
tln, the local school teacher at that 
time and who owned the farm be- 
tween the Sam Smith farm and the 
town of Hartford, bonght his sword, 
had It shortened and tor years used 
It for cutting up com — a much bet- 
ter use than stabblnK the lives out 
of men. In 1849, when my father 
moved his family to Hartford, tljf 
Sam Smith house was called "The 
haunted house" b^ persons who 
were old enough to know better. 
When I first saw the farm. It was 
owned by Larkin Nail and later was 
owned by Ellsha M. Ford, who own- 
ed It at the time (if his ilcath In 
Ifi.'il, but I never believed that eith- 
er of these christian gentlemen had 
anything to do with sUrtlng a re- 
port that the bouse was haunted. 

The story of the haunted hohse 
was that at various times of the 
year, the spirits of some of the de-' 
parted meml)er8 of the household 
woiild roturii to the house; that late 
In the niKht, ll>;hts rould be seen In 
the house and Mrs. Smith and her 
domestics could he heard and seen 
at their spinning wheels, reels, 
hnckles. etc., while the voice of old 
Mrs. Smith could be heard com- 
mandlPK her servants to be more 
vlePsit about their work. In con- 
versation with an aged colored wo- 
man about a return of the departed 
spirits to this world, mv mother told 
her that the spirits of the dead nev- 
er returned to this world of sorrow 
again, and that there were no ghosts 
or hatints In this world. The old 
color"'! woman saiil: "O, yeS, dar 
Is. Way in de night you can hear 
old Mrs. Smith spinning on de b<K 
wheel and say to de little nlstger 
Ital. 'rock dat cradle, rock dat cra- 
dle,' dUter-^latter. clltter-datter' 
bu7»u! hussu! O, Misses! dar Is 
I'.a'lital " 

As 1 have said, the house was not 
finished when Sam Smith died. The 
Bfalrtase had been completed to the 
attic or upper story, the upper floor 
l^d and the end window frames 
closed with rough boards. As ( had 
to pass this house on my return 
from my father's farm to my home 
in town after night, I hurried by the 
place, looking back to see that none 
of the apooks were following me. In 
tempany with some other small 
wHite boys, we vlslUd the haunted 
houfefl one bright November day and 
went 1^ the stairs until we could see

My father was an enemy to all 
ghost stories, which be said were the 
work of the devil, yet he would stay 
and hear them told, and when he 
first heard the stf)ry of the haunted 
house on the Morgantown toad, he 
gave It as his opinion that It was the 
work of some schemer for personal 
benefit. I heard him ask a business 
man of Hartford who came Into his
